Wisconsin Spent, More Than 20 Mil' 


lions for Better Beads 


Madison, Dec. 30. — As the year of 


1921 draws to a close it is to be re- 
corded that the state of Wisconsin has 
2,278 miles more of fine surface high- 
ways than it had last year. 


The present year ,has been an ex- 


ceedingly active one in highway con- 
struction, with the record of accomp- 
lishment away up. .The Highway com- 
mission has issued a brief preliminary 
report of construction work tor the 
year, which gives jsubstantially the to- 
tal accomplishment though the year 
is not yet closed. /-Few people who 
are not keeping- taV on the work of 
the commission realise bow rapidly 
the whole system of roads in the state 
is being made over into highways 
passable for vehicles of all kinds at 
all, times of the year. 


The preliminary report referred to 


shows that a total of I,f04 miles of 
road has been graded ^knd surfaced 
during 1921. Of this total 379 mile* 
was done under federal aid; 143 miles 
under state aid, and 283 miles by 
gang maintenance. 
, j* 


Of the federal aid roauV construct- 


ed 100 miles are of concrete, 8.7 mile* 
bitumen macadam, 205 miles of grav- 
el, and 65 miles of miscellaneous sur- 
facing. Of the 943 miles of -state aid 
roads built, 240 miles were of con- 
crete. 21 miles' of bitumen macadam. 
33 miles of plain macadam. 538 miles 
of gravel surfacing, anil 111 mile* of 
miscellaneous surfacing. In addition 
to this 1,604 « miles of completed 
road there were 1,378 miles graded and 
drained at a cost of *2,S4«,M*. There 
were also 623 miles of surfacing done 
on grading done last year, M that the 
total surfacing done this year com- 
prised 2,378 mile*.
